The French Army, if joyn’d, are fo fu- 
pericur to that Army the Duke of MarJ- 
borough commands, that as he has the Siege 
to cover, and fewer Troops by 20000 Men, 
we oughe not toexpeé a Fighr, unlefs the 
French atta.k him, which I dare fay, they 
will not ealily be brought t»do— Tf they 
divide-as above, | think it is out of Que- 
ftion, that the Duke of Marlborough wiil and 
muft go back to defend the Conrravallatiors 
of the Camp ; but that, at the fame time, 
the Duke can dothis, and yet proteét the 
open unfortified Country of Brabant, and 
the Great and not to be defended Towns of 
Bruffzis,, Lovain, Antwerp, Machlin, and 
the tikes That «his can be done at the fame time, 
I dare not warrant, and would prepare the 
World not to expea it.

‘Guftavus Adoipbus, which! take to be two 
of the greateft and niceft A@ions of thefe 
latter Ages of the World. ; 
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In the firft the Duke of Parma with lefs 
than 20000 Men reliev'd Paris, befieg’d by 
the King of Navarre, after the Great Henry 
IV. whofe Army was 44000 Men, yet the 
Spaniards retreated in View of his Army 
without Fighting 3 in the other, the Great 
K. of Sweden with but 17000 Men proiefted 
Nuremburgh from being belieg’d by Count 
Waleftein with 70000 Mén, and yet neither 
would he come out and fight, nordurft the 
Germans attack him as helay, noc at laft 
could they hinder his marching away to 
joyn other Troops, which he bad coming to 
his Affiftance, by which in their Turn they 
were forced to fortifie, left he fhould attack 
them. 

But in the Cafe before us, I would pre- 
pare our People to expett the worft-——— 
Lifle is befieg’d, Lifle MUST be taken, 
whatever it coft; whatever the French are 
permitted to do elfewhere, Lifle MUST be 
taken, and Lifle wita its Conf quences muft 
pay for all—and IT WILL pay for all: 


Let us not be uneafie, it isthe KEY of 
France on that fide; he hasno more great 
Towns inthe Way, he hes no more Barri- 
ers, we muftenter France if once Lifle be 
but taken. To expeét tu be able to preveut 
the French doirg any thing any. where, is to 
expea impradticable Things, and co pree 
pare only to have fomething to cavil at and 
complain of, according to the late laudable 
Cuftom of finding Fault with every AGion, 
lec it be how ic will The French have a 
preac Army, and e{peciclly a great Supe- 
riority of Horfe ; while your Hands are ty’d 
with a vigorous Siege, and 40000 Men 
taken up there, you cannot expect, but 
they will do {ome little Mifchiefs in the open 
Country—But be cafie, and depend upon 
it, they can do nothing by Way of Equiva- 
lent for the Lofs of LISLE; Nothing for 
which you will chink it worth while to break 
up that Siege, or Nothing which will give 
them an Opportunity to raife ic.
